On e o f the cases was 
decided by the su p reme co u rt an d the 
o ther by Fran k S. Jo n es o f Co lu m­ 
bu s, sittin g as sp ecial ju dge in the 
Jackso n circu it co u rt. 
The su p reme co u rt held that when 
the bo ard o f co u n ty co mmissio n ers 
fix ed the n u mber o f in habitan ts to a 
salo o n at o n e tho u san d, n o licen se 
can be gran ted u n less there are fu lly 
o n e tho u san d in habitan ts to the u n it 
o f div isio n mo re than tho se fo r the 
salo o n s already established.

habitan ts while that in the Jackso n 
circu it co u rt was o n the 5 00 in habi­ 
tan ts as a u n it.

The president ex pects the 
bill will hav e been finished and pu t in 
his hands within a week or ten day s 
for informal su bmission to the chair­ 
man of the cu rrency committees of the 
hou se and the senate and the cabinet 
members who are being consu lted. 
The president acknowledg ed that a 
g eneral ag reement had been reached 
betwèen himself and the cong ression­ 
al leaders as to the su bject m atter of 
the reforms to be attempted in this 
bill. 
The fact that the president had ask­ 
ed for Mr. Bry an’s v iews on the rou g h 
draft of the bill which was su bmitted 
last week has not been g enerally 
known. 
It has been au thoritativ ely 
stated, 
howev er, 
that 
Mr. 
Bry an, 
whose platform in 19 08 called for a 
g ov ernment g u arantee of bank depos­ 
its, has been asked to ex press himself 
on the needs of cu rrency reform at 
this later date. The president himself, 
thou g h, has remov ed the g u arantee of 
deposits from the rang e of possibilities 
for the bill by declaring that it was 
something that had no part in a real 
cu rrency rev ision measu re. 
From what has already been learned 
it is believ ed the decision has been 
reached to present to cong ress a bill 
which will carry fou r g eneral prov i­ 
sions. They are: 
1. A reg ional reserv e sy stem instead 
of the central sy stem condemned by 
the national platform. 
2. The g radu al su bstitu tion of a cu r­ 
rency secu red by short time commer­ 
cial paper cf the hig hest g rades for 
the present bond secu red national 
banknotes. 
3. The adoption of the old Demo­ 
cratic pledg e for the selection of g ov ­ 
ernment depositaries on a basis of 
competitiv e bidding . 
4. A thorou g h rev ision of the admin­ 
istrativ e featu res of the national bank 
act with the v iew of reconciling these 
portions of the law with the condi­ 
tions which will arriv e from the oper­ 
ation of the law. 
It is u nderstood that some of the 
amendments cov ered by the last sec­ 
tion will affect the concentration of 
the reserv e. It also Is u nderstood that 
the plan being considered by the presi­ 
dent Is to su bstitu te for the present 2 
per cent secu rities, scu rities bearing 
interest at 3 per cent. 
President Wilson, it is u nderstood, 
has su bmitted these rou g h plans to 
his chosen academician with die in­ 
stru ction that they be formu lated into 
a bill.

No More Deaths From Nebraska Cy­ 


clone Rep orted . 
Lincoln, Neb., May 16 .—Althou g h all 
of the tornado-swept territory has not 
been heard from, it is believ ed that the 
eig ht deaths in the town of Seward 
complete the storm’s toll. Twenty are 
inju red at Seward, fou r near McCool 
Ju nction and six at other points. Three 
of those inju red at Seward may die. 
The property loss there will approach 
$125,000. 
The storm swept across a stretch 
of territory forty miles in leng th, bu t 
its path was v ery narrow, av erag ing 
not ov er a block in width.

and with the desire of the children 
to get ou t the responsibility of par­ 
ents becomes greater. 
Ru shv ille is not imu ne from this 
transgression in the social life of the 
city . 
Howev er, the efforts of the 
Civ ic Improv ement and Social Ser­ 
v ice Association of Ru shv ille are in 
the right direction and will tend to 
correct this ev il. 
Their recent rec­ 
ommendations for pu blic play grou nd 
are commendable and shou ld be en­ 
cou raged. Speed the day when su ch 
a dream shall be realized in Ru sh­ 
v ille. 
Giv e the child something else to do 
which interests him and the streets 
will be deserted by y ou th. 
Where 
amu sements and desirable indu stry 
is not afforded'elsewhere the lu re of 
the down-town ex citement continu es 
an attraction ‘.ev en for the y ou ngs­ 
ters of tender y ears. 
Teaching the 
children to take an interest in gar­ 
dening civ ic beau tifieatijon and to 
make this a 
practical 
attraction, 
giv es the y ou ngsters a highly moral 
env ironment not to be ov erlooked. 
Mu ch has been written abou t the 
dangers of the street. Bu t the warn­ 
ing 
that has been giv en parents is 
fou nded on facts. 
The streets of a 
city after night are perilou s to boy s 
and girls. Right here in Ru shv ille it 
is easy for the y ou ng to go wrong. 
The fathers and mothers of children 
shou ld be watchfu l; they shou ld ex ­ 
ert a strict parental care. 
The re­ 
sponsibility resting on parents is an 
impressing one.

Co ntinued fro m Page 1 
prov ed March 14, enacts “that here­ 
after all bridges erected or repaired 
on pu blic highway s, when the cost 
of erecting or repairing shall not ex ­ 
ceed $100, shall be bu ilt by the town­ 
ship tru stee and paid for ou t of the 
township road fu nd.” 
Hou se Bill 7 22 (Chapter 28 0, ap­ 
prov ed March 15, amends Section 1 
of Acts 19 09 , Page 263, in relation 
to grav el 
road 
improv ements on 
township bou ndary lines. 
To 
the 
{materials which may be u sed in im­ 
prov ing su ch a road, is added “stone 
or other 
macadamizing 
material.” 
And a prov iso is added ‘that in lay ­ 
ing ou t and improv ing, or improv ing 
any road or roads on or alortg town­ 
ship lines u nder this act, or u nder 
any other law in this state, that su ch 
road or roads may be laid ou t or 
changed in making improv ements so 
as to v ary from su ch township line 
or lines, whenev er necessary in or­ 
der to av oid blu ffs, hills, rav ines, or 
other obstacles not to ex ceed one- 
half mile, and su ch road or roads 
when so laid ou t and improv ed, or 
changed and improv ed u nder tjif pro­ 
v isions of this act or any other law 
of this state shall be considered.”

It is admitted that 
Canada reciprocity contribu ted to 
Mr. Taft’s u npopu larity and was a 
leading factor in the opposition of his 
renomination. 
It has been said by 
political stu dents that had it not been 
for proposed reciprocity with Canada 
and the su it against the United States 
steel corporation, there wou ld hav e 
been no Bu ll Moose party .

W ashington, May 16.—It has been 
learned that while the president and 
his official adv isers are conv inced that 
the issu e raised by Japan ov er the Cal­ 
ifornia law will not seriou sly distu rb 
the peaoefu l relations between the two 
gov ernments, 
the 
adm inistration 
is qu ietly taking su ch precau tions as 
wou ld safegu ard the nation In the 
ev ent of trou ble arising ou t of the 
present situ ation. 
President Wrilson finds it difficu lt to 
conceiv e of the Japanese situ ation 
taking an u nfortu nate tu rn, y et appar­ 
ently he feels that du ty requ ires him 
not to ignore the ex istence of u nex ­ 
pected possibilities. 
Ev idenoes point 
to the conclu sion that the adm inistra­ 
tion has decided that it wou ld be an 
inex cu sable m istake to ex pose the na­ 
tion ev en to the possibility of conse­ 
qu ences which might arise ou t of a 
state of u npreparedness. 
The president accordingly held a 
conference with the officers in charge 
of the state, war and nav y depart­ 
ments. The condition of the defenses 
of the United States were discu ssed 
and a tentativ e program for strength­ 
ening the effectiv eness of these de­ 
fenses ou tlined. 
Independently of this W hite Hou se 
meeting, bu t no less im portant in its 
rev elations of the seriou sness of the 
possibilities which lie in the present 
situ ation is the fact, it was disclosed, 
that two companies of the coast artil­ 
lery corps hav e been ordered to Ha­ 
waii to man the coast defenses there. 
These two companies will sail from 
San Francisco on May 24. 
W ith the 
u tm ost secrecy other preparations are 
going ahead with the 3ole pu rpose of 
increasing the efficiency of the de­ 
fenses of United States possessions. 
There is 110 qu estion abou t prepara­ 
tions being made by the nav y along 
the same line as those u nder the direc 
tion of the war departm ent, bu t or 
ders hav e been issu ed that no ships be 
mov ed in su ch a way as to afford the 
slightest fou ndation for any su spicion 
that the mov ements are in the direc­ 
tion of preparations to m eet an attack. 
"When Ambassador Chinda was fu r­ 
nished a copy of the message from 
Gov ernor Johnson to Secretary Bry an 
he declined to mak^ any comment on 
its contents. The drafting of the reply 
to Japan’s protest has been begu n by 
Cou nsellor Moore and was the chief 
su bject of discu ssion at the cabinet 
meeting today .

The three Demo cratic co u n cilmen 
an d the members o f the city admin is­ 
tratio n held a cau cu s an d so u g ht to 
bin d Dr. Parso n s to the slate as p re­ 
p ared by May o r Black an d his bro th­ 
er-in -law bo ss Jo hn Kelly . 
Bu t Dr. 
Parso n s wo u ld n o t stan d fo r that. 
He said bo ldly that he was fav o rable 
to g iv in g the Demo crats the 
o ffices, 
bu t they mu st be wo rthy o f the o f­ 
fices, mu st n o t be p ean u t p o litician s 
an d ward heelers, with 
n o thin g to 
reco mmen d them bu t their skill in 
man ip u latin g v o tes o r the in do rse­ 
men t o f a p arty bo ss, an d if I lie may ­ 
o r attemp ted to p u t the slate thro u g h 
he wo u ld smash it. 
Then it was disco v ered that Dr. 
Parso n s an d the Rep u blican members 
had an u n derstan din g , an d the do cto r 
held the p o wer in the co u n cil. 
Dr. 
Parso n s ag reed to 
two men 
that 
May o r Black wished ap p o in ted, be­ 
cau se they were 
better 
meu than 
tho se ho ldin g the jo bs, bu t be abso ­ 
lu tely refu sed to allo \v the may o r 
an d his bro ther-in -law, b o ss Kelly , to 
rip u p the fire dep artmen t o r dismiss 
A. T. Mahin , the su p erin ten den t o f 
the city water an d lig ht p lan t, simp ly 
becau se he was a Rep u blican . 
It was ag reed 011 ev ery han d that 
Mahin was a co mp eten t man , had 
bu ilt the p lan t u p fro m a wreck an d 
w as g iv in g the city g o o d serv ice, an d 
Dr. Parso n s o bjected to his remo v al 
in o rder to make a p lace fo r so me 
p recin ct co mmitteeman who was n o t 
co mp eten t fo r the 
p lace. 
He was 
willin g that a Demo crat sho u ld hav e 
Mr. Mabin ’s jo b, bu t the Demo crat 
mu st be as co mp eten t as Mr. Mahin 
was, an d u n til that man was fo u n d 
Mahin sho u ld stay .

min istratio n o f the city affairs an d 
esp ecially wo u ld they see that the 
liq u o r laws were en fo rced. 
Ru sh co u n ty v o ted “dry *’ by abo u t 
two tho u san d three hu n dred, an d this 
in clu ded the city o f Ru shv ille, as the 
electio n was u n der the co u n ty o p tio n 
law. The salo o n s became “so ft drin k 
p arlo rs,” an d there were ju st abo u t 
as man y dru n ken men as ev er. 
On e 
n ig ht after the co u n cil meetin g Dr. 
Parso n s su g g ested that the city ad­ 
min istratio n o u g ht to take u p the 
q u estio n o f these “so ft drin k p ar­ 
lo rs” becau se they were simp ly sa­ 
lo o n s, he said. O. C. No rris, who was 
a member o f the last leg islatu re an d 
sto o d fo r the machin e alway s, w as a 
Demo cratic co u n cilman , an d he re­ 
marked: 
“Oh, they do n ’t hu rt me. I 
am g o in g to let them alo n e.”
